Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of35U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3, 8, 12, 42, and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 3, "the second set of states" in line 4 seems referring to the updated second set of 
states. If it is true, "the second set of states" in line 4 should change to —the updated second set of 
states--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 8, 12, 37, 42, and 46 have the same problem as claim 3.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-31 and 35-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 



Regarding claims 1-13, Czerwiec discloses a machine readable medium that provides 
instructions which when executed by a set of processors to perform operation comprising 
receiving a first and second signals and simultaneously sync hunting the first signal and the second 
signal, wherein the first signal (DSO for example) and the second signal (DS1) have different 
format (see Figure 1; abstract; and col. 2, lines 54-61). Czerwiec does not explicitly discloses 
updating and buffering the set of states and read/write operations of the set of states. However, 
these features are well known in the art. Doss discloses updating and buffering the set of states 
and read/write operations of the set of states (see col. 18, lines 46-49 and col. 22, lines 61-65). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to update, store the set of states and using the read and write operations as 
taught by Doss in the system of Czerwiec since this is a common practice in the art. 

Claims 14-31, these claims are apparatus claims that have substantially all the limitations 
of the respective instructions claims 1-13, thus is subject to the same rejection. 



Czerwiec et al (5,161,152) in view of Doss et al (6,389,013). 
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Claims 35-47, these claims are method claims that have substantially all the limitations of 
the respective instructions claims 1-13, thus is subject to the same rejection.
